for nearly twenty years 
past editor of JUDGE, died 
March 5th, in the sixty- 


fifth year of his age. The 
humor, gayety, chivalry 
and kindliness which per- 
vaded his work, all the 
world knows; but only his 
immediate associates are 
aware how truly those out- 
ward traits reflected the 
great heart, the innate nobleness of character, of the man himself in his daily 
walks of life. He was a gentle, genial, generous spirit, who made no ene- 
mies and never lost a friend. Mr. Gregory was perhaps the last notable 
exemplar—in New York, at least—of the school of journalistic facetiousness 
and fun which flourished a generation ago, when Petroleum V. Nasby was 
a political oracle, and “the Danbury ews man” made jokes for the mill- 
ions, and the Burlington Hawkeye became a household word through the 
paragraphic scintillations of “Bob” Burdette. But, like these and a few 
others of his contemporaries, his individuality was superior to passing fads 
of mode and style; and he put into his skits on “current topics”’ a deal of 
sound sense and quaint philosophy which in effect will long outlive its 
ephemeral form. Born in Johnstown, N. Y., Mr. Gregory was during the 
greater part of his life identified with newspapers of more or less promi- 
nence in the middle and western sections of this State, including the Fulton 
County Democrat, Rochester Democrat and Chronicle, Buffalo Express, 
and Troy l’hzg (now Troy Record). In the early eighties he settled in 
New York City, where for a time he edited the illustrated Daz/y Graphic, 
previous to taking the position on JUDGE which he occupied until the day 
of his death.
